And whereas the designated authority in its final findings vide notification No. 14/20/2004 -DGAD, 
dated the 15 th November, 2006, published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, Section 1, dated 
the 16 th November, 2006, read with corrigendum No.l4/20/2004-DGAD, dated 14 lh December, 2006, 
published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, section 1, dated the 15 th December, has come to 
the conclusion that - 

(a) the subject goods have been exported to India from the subject country below its 
normal value;
